that as the main basis for im- 
prevemenf.” _ 

3. The United States is not 
considering severing ~diplo-~ 
matic relations with Hungary, 
now controlled by the puppet 
Communist regime of Pre- 
mier Janos Kadar. 

But Dulles said, “There. is 
not yet satisfactory evidence 
that those who proféss to. be 
the Government of Hungary 
in fatt are responsive to the 
wishes and the desires of the 
(Hungarian) people... 

For this reason, he added, 
it would not be “profitable” 
at this time to discuss United 
States economic aid to Hun- 
gary. 

4. The United States will 
go into the forthcoming meet- 
ing of the ministerial council 
of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization with the inten- 
tion of rebuilding unity with 
its allies. 

“Recent events have cre- 
ated some strain as between 


members of the North At- 
lantic .treaty,”’ Dulles’s state- 
ment said. This referred to 


the split between this coun- 
try and Britain and France 
over the Suez canal issue. 
“However, there have been 
constructive measures to over- 
come such differences as 
have existed, and the coming 
council meeting affords an 
opportunity to rebuild a-unity 
and strength,” the statement 
said.

brother-in-law. 
After hearing 13 witnesses, | 


fhe inquest was adjourned until 
Wednesday. Assistant 
Attorney Henry J. Fredericks | 
and detectives took Goodin from 
the inquest room to police head- 
quarters, where he was expected 
to make a statement. 

Wood, 27. was shut down in 
front of his home, 3915A North 
Twenty-first street, with a shot- 
gun he had sold to Goodin a few 
minutes earlier for $15. There 
was no apparent motive for the 
murder, although police are in- 
vestigating Hale’s report that 
both Goodin and Wood talked 
about four bank books at a tav- 
ern Friday evening. 

Police found the books in 
Goodin’s possession and _ re- 
ported they recorded ‘deposits 
totaled more than $10,000. 

Went to Another Tavern. 

Hale testified that he, Goodin 
and Seymour left Leona’s 
Tavern, 2400 North Ninth 
street, operated by Goodin's 
mother, and drove to a tavern 
at Twenty-first street and 
Bremen avenue, where they met 
Wood early Friday evening. 
Hale said he and Seymour sat 
at a table, and Goodin and 
Wood occupied another table. 

While they were in the tavern, 
where they drank wine and 
whisky, Hale saw Goodin pro- 
duce an envelope from which 
he removed several bank books. 
Wood and Goodin appeared to 
be discussing the books, Hale 
told the jury. 

The four then drove to Wood's 
flat, where Wocd passed around 
whisky and displayed several 
shotguns. Goodin agreed to buy 
a 12-gauge *singie-barrel shot- 
gun and some ammunition for 
$15, Hale related. 

“When we walked downstairs 
to the street. Wood led the wa) 
and was followed by Goodin 
with the gun,” Hale related. “lI 
was behind Goodin, who stopped 
on the street steps and leveled 
the shotgun at Wood on the 
sidewalk. Goodin fired, and 
Yood collapsed on the ground 
befween the sidewalk and the 
street. 

Turned His Head. 

“T was so shocked I turned 

head as Goodin walked to 


my . . 
Wood's body and fired into 
Wood's face. Goodin said, ‘Let's 


get out of here.’ He and Sey- 
mour and I ran across the street 
to the parked car, and drove 
away with Goodin at the wheel.” 
Hale said Goodin drove to 
East Prairie avenue “near the 
railroad tracks,” where Sey- 
mour got out of the machine.” 
“IT don’t recall any conversa- 
tion. Goodin and I were pretty 
drunk. and I was stunned by 
the killing of Pat Wood,” Hale 
continued. “When Seymour got 
out of the machine, Goodin also 
sot out. He walked toward the | 
boy, who had his back turned, 
and called ‘Jack, Jack.’ Sey- 
mour started to turn around 
and Goodin shot him down. He | 
then shot him several times.” 
Hale said he asked Goodin, 
“Why did you do it?” and re- 
ceived the reply, “no witness- 
es.”” | 
“T was so upset I asked, 
‘What about me’?” Hale told 
detectives. He said Goodin in- 
quired, ‘Don’t you trust me?”

‘Long Live America,’ Cries One as Group a job in the United States, but

Eight Hungarian refugees, 
first of a group of several hun- 
dred who will find new homes 
in the St. Louis area, got off 
the train at Union Station yes- 
terday and walked into a rous- 
ing reception that brought tears 
to their eyes. 


“God Bless Hungary,” the na- 


' tional anthem, resounded to the 


station’s rafters as the little 
group came off the platform. 
The Hungarians stood at atten- 
tion. Women in the welcoming 
crowd wept openly. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
shook hands with the newcom- 
ers and said St. Louis was glad 
to. have them. A young Hun- 
garian who a few weeks ago 
was fighting Russian tanks in 
Budapest expressed thanks for 
America’s kindness. “Long live 
America,” he exclaimed. 


The crowd roared its ap- 
proval. Welcome was expressed 
by the Rev. John Gyarmathy, 
pastor of St. Stephen of Hun- 


gary Catholic Church, and the 
Rev. Victor 1. Suren, director 
of the St. Louis Resettlement 
Committee. for Catholic Refu- 
gees. Then the American flag 
and the red, green and white 
{lag of Hungary led’ a proces- 
. sion through the station. 
Family of Four. 

In the refugee group was a 
family of four, Rudolph Szlavi, 
28 years old, a farmer; his wife, 
Theresa, and their ’ children, 
Rudy Jr., 5, ang Elizabeth, 3. 
The othcr four were single men, 
18 to 28 vears of age, including 
three who took part in fighting 
against Russian troops. 

Father Gyarmathy, who once 
was a chaplain in the Hungarian 
army, embraced the men when 
they stepped off the train. Their 
luggage consisted principally of 
seven cardboard boxes contain- 
ing possessions the refugees 
said they had received from the 
American Red Cross. 

Szlavi, the farmer, wore a 
worker's cloth cap, a voluminous 
‘overcoat and the heavy hob- 
nailed leather boots with felt 
uppers that he had on when he 
took his family out of Hungary. 
His wife, a cheerful, sturdy red- 
haired woman, wore a green 
shawl and a stout pair of high- 
topped men’s black shoes. The 
single men wore’ urban-type 
clothing.

Wayne H. Bigler Jr., assistant 
United States Attorney, in an 
opening statement in the court 
of Judge George H. Moore, said 
the Government would show 
that Marbs paid $400 to In- 
ternal Revenue Agent Robert M. 
Brown. Purpose of the bribe, 
Bigler said, was to influence 
Brown's report on Sarkis’s 1952 
and 1953 tax returns 

Bigler stressed that Brown 
notified his superiors of ths 
bribe offer, with the result that 
the three alleged conspirators 
were caught. Conviction under 
the charg carries a Maximum 
penalty of five years in prison 
and:a $10,000 fine. 

Marbs was arrested June 14, 
1955 in front of the Board of 
Election Commissioners office 
after he got out of an automo- 
bile and allegedly handed 
Brown $400. Bigler told the 
jury the transaction followed a 
cunference in which Schulze 
narticipated. it was charged 
that Brown was offered $500, 
but was paid only $400.

BEIRUT, Lebanon, Dec. 3. 

Three major issues are in 
Syria has renewed its purchases 
in Egypt. The second is whether 
Soviet influence. The third is 


whether military dictatorship exists in Syria or is about to come 
into being through a coup d’ etat. 


On all these issues, Syrian 
government spokesmen and 
United States sources in Da- 


mascus are in paftial or com- 
plete conflict. The conflict is 
eompounded by Syrian and oth- 
er diplomatic and _ foreign 
sources. 

Syrian Foreign Minister Salah 
Bitar has denied new Soviet 
arms purchases. He said that if 
any arms deliveries were arriv- 
ing they were in fullfilment’ of 
old contracts. He later correct- 
ed this to deny flatly that any 
arms shipments had _ arrived 
since the whr in Egypt 

United States sources in Da- 
mascus insist that Soviet mili- 
tary vehicles are continuing to 
arrive in quantity at the pert 
of Latakia. They add that they 
believe small arms are also ar- 
riving but that they are not 
sure. 


An embassy spokesman Said 
this weekend it had seen five 
new military lorries on the 


Aleppo road nortn of Damascus 
and had seen “some” new ar- 
tillery pieces being hauled 
through the streets of Damas- 
cus. He said he could not defi- 
nitely identify them as Soviet 
but that Syria was not receiving 
arms from any other source. He 
also said he was sure all pre- 
vious arms deliveries had 
cleared Latakia and that these 
weapons must therefore be new 
deliveries. 
Budget Figures Quoted. 


In response to an estimate 
that Syria had received $100.- 
000,000 worth oi Soviet arms in 


the past year, a Svrian spokes- 
man replied that the total gov- 
ernment budget in the past fis- 
cal year was only $104,000,000 
with a 30 per cent increase for 
the next fiscal year. 

Whether Syria has Soviet- 
built MIG jet fighters in the 
country is also subject to con- 


troversy. Egyptian sources in 
Damascus say Syria bought 
about two dozen MIG aircraft 
earlier in the year and had 
sent pilots to Egypt to be 
trained. 


At the Damascus airport on 
Thursday there were about two 
dozen Italian and British pro- 
peller-driven fighter planes un- 
der camouflage nets and four 


Lritish-made jets. But there 
vere no * [Gs. A French pilot 
recently expelled from Syria 


ssid there were no MIGs at the 
Aleppo airport in northern 
Syria. 

If Syria actually has any 
MIGs—and even the Syrian 
government spokesmen are in 
conflict on this—they are prob- 
ably in Egypt. 

A major cause of the cloak | 
of rumor surrounding Syria is 
that censorship there has ne- 
cessitated “long distance” re- 
porting for want of something 
better. In all the other coun- 
tries of the Middle East, includ- 
ing Israel, consorship has also 
Ied to remote control reporting 
and .its consequent risk of in- 
accuracy. 

These inaccuracies are often 
contained in official statements 
as welas news reports. 

Soviet Influence. 

A second major point of con- 
troversy is whether Syria has 
become or is approaching the 
condition of a Soviet satellite. 
The Syrians say frankly that the 
government has strong sym- 
pathy for and gratitude to the | 
Soviet Union for its espousal of 
the Arab cause in the Middle 
East. 

Syrian spokesmen say they 
have made no commitments to 
the Soviet Union. They insist 
they have paid in full, mostly 
in cotton and wheat, for their 
Soviet arms. They indignantly 
declared that they have not won 
freedom from the French and 
British influence only to fall 
under Soviet reign. 

The United States show of 
good will toward Arabs, Syrian 
officials say, has been equally | 
appreciated. They would prefer | 
the United States to the Soviet 
Union as an ally but Syrian | 
censors will not permit quota- | 
tions to this effect. 

A survey of news stands and | 
reception rooms showed that 
virtually all Western publica- | 
tions are barred together with | 
Lebanese newspapers and most | 
other foreign periodicals. Sovi- 
et periodicals brought into the | 
country by the Soviet embassy 
are everywhere.

The use of complete “weapons 
systems” has come into vogue

merely the weapons or device 
itself, but all the complicated 
operational techniques and stra- 
tesy that go into its use. 
Atomic-powered bombers will 
make possible strategy entirely 
diiferent from those for present 
aircraft weapons systems. 
Contracts Reported Let. 
Available information indi- 
cates that the Air Force already 
has let contracts for develop- 
ment of some of the equipment 
that would be needed for opera- 
the intricate atomic 
plane weapons system. 
Currently in charge of this 
phase of the weapons system 
is a “director of nuclear sys- 


tems,” an office of the Air 
Research and Development 
Command. 


The aircraft nuclear propul- 
sion program includes two sep- 
arate reactor development pro)- 
ects, one under contract by the 
General Electric Co. at an Ohio 
plant and the other by Pratt 
and Whitney at Hartford, Conn. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion recently completed a big 
nuclear aircraft propulsion test 
facility, including a runway as 
well as static test equipment, at 
its national .reactor test station 
in Idaho. | 

There are a number of other 
little-known projects related to 
the atomic aircraft engine proj- 
ect, including several under di-: 
rection of the AEC’s San Fran- | 
cisco office. | 

Reference by Quarles. 

In an obvious reference to | 
atomic powered aircraft, Secre- 
tary of the Air Force Donald 
Quarles said in an ABC-TV in- 
terview vesterday that ‘we 
have the development of such 
a plane in the research and de- 
velopment” stage, but that it 
is several years away from 
realization. 

His reply was to a question 
whether the Air Force is work- 
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Quarles said the United 
States Air Force has “substan- 
tially greater striking power” 
than that of Russia and pre-- 
dicted that despite development 
of guided missiles “the manned 
aircraft will still be our main- 
Stay.” 

Quarles said also that the Air 
Force goal of 137 wings by next 


June 30 “will undoubtedly be 
modified” somewilat but its 
strength will not be cut. He 


said the fomce now has 131 com- 
bat wings. 

Asked whether atomic er hy- 
drogen weapons should be used

From University City 
(Telegram ) 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We take exception to the charge 
of Harold Cook that the University 
City Board of Education has asked 
for a blank check in its proposed 
bond issue. 

A class-room average of 2742 pu- 
pils is a recorded policy of the 
board. To maintain this policy the 
classrooms which the bond issue will 
build are needed by 1962. In decid- 
ing on the bond issue the board 
counseled with a large Citizens’ 
Committee on two separate occa- 
sions. 

It was the almost unanimous opin- 
fon of this committee that the bond 
issue should provide funds to meet 
the needs for the next six years. 
._In the fall of 1954 population fig- 
ures suggested a school enrollment 
of 700-750 per grade. Since then, 
because of rapid growth in popula- 
tion, our entering grades have been 
840-850, and the enumeration of last 
spring indicates that the entering 
grades for the next few years will 
continue at this level. 

This extra student load during the 
coming years is the reason for the 
need for classrooms which the bond 
issue will provide. The number of 
pupils in our schools and community 
in the next few years is not a matter 
of conjecture but has been counted. 

The maximum cost of the bond is- 
sue will be approximately 22 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation. Nat- 
urally the costs in a school system 
with an expanding enrollment will 


up. 

With the existence of so many 
variables it is impossible to predict 
the tax rate for the operating budget. 
This matter was discussed fully with 
the advisory committee. 

We believe our class-size policy is 
a fundamental reason for our high 
quality schools. The Kincaid report 
arbitrarily assumed a higher class 
size than board policy. In addition 
he lost 500 ag in his projection. 
The University City Board of Educa- 
tion urges ali, citizens to vote YES 
on the school bond issue.

A Permanent Peace Force 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


What kind of a United Nations 
Police Force? How composed? Where 
located? 

Article 45 of the U.N. Charter pro- 
vides: “In order to enable the U.N. 
to ‘take urgent military measures, 
members shall hold immediately 
available national air-force con- 
tingents for combined international 
enforcement action.” 

No such contingents have ever 
been made available. Why? Because 
the U. N. has no legal enforcement 
powers. Each nation can, as crises 
arise, arbitrarily decide whether or 
not to make military units avail- 
able. Not until each member nation 
of the U.N. can, under U.N. law, 
be counted upon to supply the per- 
manent armed forces and facilities 
demanded of them, will a real in- 
ternational army come into being. 

This permanent international army 
esimated at not less than 300,000 or 
more than 700,000, would be the 
only military force in the world 
equipped with weapons of mass de- 
struction just as here in the United 
States these weapons are in the sole 
control of our national department 
of war. 

In addition to many checks and 
balances to keep this force “tyranny- 
proof” are the general control of 
the Chief of Staff and Army by a 
vetoless Executive Council, a care- 
fully regulated proportionate distri- 
bution of nationalities and provision 
that not more than 10 per cent of 
the entire force would be located 
in any one region.

Go All the Way 


St. Louisans expect two great and uncompro- 
mising decisions from the Freeholders they have 
selected to write the new City Charter. 

First, the city’s municipal officials should en- 
joy direct control over the so-called “county” 
offices, the never-never land of local govern- 
ment that in large measure exists as a trough 
for the private feeding of ward politicians. The 
Freeholders have moved aggressively to accom- 
plish this and they deserve commendation. 

Second, the new Charter should create condi- 
tions under which the Board of Aldermen can 
be more responsive to the good of the whole 
community, not merely to its individual parts 
as at present. Here the recent performance of 
the Freeholders is not so bold. 

The Freeholders currently have before them, 
with a recommendation for approval, a proposal 
to reduce the membership in the Board of Al- 
dermen from 29 to 19, including four members 
and the board president to be elected at large. 
This is a half-hearted compromise that recog- 
nizes the need for change but does not go far 
enough to make the change effective. 

In our view the change that would best make 
the Board of Aldermen more responsive to the 
good of the whole city is to require that at least 
half the members be elected from the city at 
large. This is the essential of legislative reform. 

A smaller board is also important, but not so 
important as the 50 per cent at-large require- 
ment. For this is the surest way of checking 
“aldermanic courtesy,” the abuse by which a 
majority of the aldermen elected by wards 
clique together and agree to permit each other 
complete control over legislation affecting their 
wards. Thus the good of the total city is ig- 
nored, and petty local pressures encouraged. 

Freeholder Major B. Einstein, spokesman for 
the committee majority urging the 14-4-1 alder- 
manic body, agreed that greater use of the at- 
large election system provided substantial ad- 
vantages, but he shied away from taking the 
one step that would make it fully effective. Why? 

For one thing, he thought city-wide elections 
might cut down on public access to board mem- 
bers. But in a 7-7-1 board, every citizen would 
be directly represented by his own district al- 
derman (one alderman for every four wards) 
and through him would have exactly the same 
degree of “access” to city government as he 
does to the Missouri Senate, since the city has 
seven state senators. Furthermore every citizen 
would also be represented by seven aldermen 
elected at large, and he would have just as much 
access to all of them as he 
Mayor, his Aldermanic President, 
city-wide officials. 

Mr. Einstein also thinks the at-large require- 
ment might tend to reduce representation of 
minority groups. It is difficult to see how. If the 
aldermanic districts were fairly drawn, as they 
should be, then dividing 28 wards into 7 districts 
should give minority groups, in this half of the 
Board, exactly the same representation they 
have now. As for the other half to be elected at 
large, the practical politics of slate-making for 
these aldermen would surely tend to assure fair 
minority representation there also. 

St. Louisans certainly will demand that the 
Board of Aldermen continue to reflect minority 
viewpoints, be they political, racial or otherwise. 
But the Board of Aldermen exists to legislate 
for all the city, and it must be so established 
that city-wide aims and objectives are not sub- 
merged by local pressure. The tail should not 
be permitted to wag the dog. 

For that reason we earnestly hope that the 
Freeholders adopt the 7-7-1 plan—seven alder- 
men by districts and seven others and the 
board president elected at large—that is urged 
in a minority report by Dr. Ralph A. Kinsella 
and supported by Mrs. Conrad Sommer. This 
is the kind of full-fledged reform that ought to 
appeal to Mayor Tucker’s instinct for good gov- 
ernment, and perhaps the time is ripe for him 
to speak out for it. 

The Freeholders are under no obligation to 
compromise on this article. They hold office by 
virtue of a victory over the politicians of both 
parties, so there should be no fear of Charter 
opposition from that quarter. Ward opposition 
exists and it won't go away. What the Freehold- 
ers have to fear is the creation of a Charter so 
weak, so lacking in essential improvements over 
the present system of government, that the peo- 
ple will turn their backs on it. 
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What Gen. Pick Started 

Gen. Lewis A. Pick, who died Sunday, was 
perhaps more responsible than any other one 
man for the vast progress that has been made 
in the last decade and a half in harnessing the 
Missouri river. 

He was decisive and able to enthuse others— 
a natural leader. From building the famed 
Ledo Road of World War II through Burma, con- 
necting northwest India with China, he came to 
the Missouri valley in 1945, as Army division 
engineer at Omaha. 

The Missouri is a river whose panoramic 
scope and complexity invite indecision. Gen. 
Pick settled doubts and galvanized the doubters 
into enough unity to get started. We did not 
think then and we do not think now that a 
divided authority was desirable for the plan- 
ning, construction or operation of the system 
of dams and reservoirs. 

But with the imperfect instruments at hand, 
Gen. Pick in four short years really got the 
dirt flying, the concrete pouring and the dams 
rising: from Montana on down—one of the 
largest and potentially most useful engineering 
projects ever undertaken. The work is still in 
progress. 

A unified management for these far-flung 
works is still possible. It is the last achievement 
necessary to bring into the full service of this 
region, embracing one sixth of the nation, the 
project which Lewis Pick so energetically began. 
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Oil, But Not Monopoly 


A watchdog committee of Congress should un- 
questionably supervise the emergency oil-for- 
Europe plan, as Senator O’Mahoney suggests, to 
prevent it from fostering monopoly. 

When the junior Senator from Wyoming warns 
about monopoly, his words carry more than 
usual weight; for he has been a one-man anti- 
monopoly watchdog ever since he was chairman 
of the Temporary National Economic Committee 
in the Administration of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Calling a special session of Congress for the 
purpose, as Mr. O’Mahoney suggests, seems an 
extreme measure. It is true that, to be really 
effective, a watchdog must be on the ground 
from the very first days, during which some 
decisions of a basic nature may be made. But it 
would seem that an appropriate committee of 
Congress—Senator O’Mahoney mentions Foreign 
Relations—could gather its members together 
without a general mobilization. 

The powers which the emergency plan gives to 
15 major oil companies would, under ordinary 
circumstances, constitute violations of the anti- 
trust laws, and they are truly tremendous. This 
legalized trust, Mr. O’Mahoney points out, can 
determine where and at what rate oil is to be

shall be refined. Care must be taken that in the 
exercise of these powers smaller competitors are 
not damaged. Since the methods to be used are 
essentially those of monopoly and restraint of 
free trade, they must be terminated sharply 
when the emergency is over, not allowed to 
continue tacitly of established habit. 
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A ‘Crash’ Program in Compassion 

From his office on. the Augusta, Ga. golf 
course, President Eisenhower now has offered 
asylum to 21,500 Hungarian refugees—16,500 
more than were offered a haven in the United 
States originally. This is an act of humanitarian- 
ism for which he is to be praised, especially 
since he added that the situation will be “re- 
examined” after the 21,500 have reached this 
country, and because he also promised to take 
it up with Congress in January. 

Credit also goes to Tracy S. Voorhees, former 
Army Under Secretary, who was asked by the 
President only last week to take charge of the 
admission of refugees. He lost no time in con- 
ferring with all concerned, and thus made pos- 
sible the presidential announcement. 

One may regret that this came only after bit- 
ter protests—especially from the warm-hearted 
Austrians—that the United States was not doing 
its share in providing for these victims of Soviet 
brutality. And it will not help much to say that 
things like this take time. No Austrian said that 
to refugees crossing into his country. 

More serious, however, are the obstacles of 
the McCarran-Walter Immigration Act which 
the President had to circumvent. Because of this 
law, he was forced to say that 15,000 refugees 
will be allowed to enter the United States only on 
“parole.” This means that they may be shipped 
back, or to some other country; in short, that 
admission to the United States carries only lim- 
ited reassurance for them. 

There has been much opposition to this legis- 
lation, yet it is doubtful that anybody dreamed 
that it would put the United States in so ungal- 
lant a position in a major crisis of liberty. To 
his credit, Representative Francis Walter of 
Pennsylvania, one of its authors, was among the 
first to beseech the President to admit more 
than 5000 refugees. He hardly could have antici- 
pated the present situation. 

Mr. Walter’s personal observation of the flight 
of these people from their homes may induce him 
to join others in remedial legislation, legislation 
more in accord with Liberty’s invitation to the 
downtrodden and persecuted of the world. Hap- 
pily, that need not be passed before our gates 
are opened. The world will little care how our 
laws must be rewritten, but it will carefully note 
the spontaneity and extent of our generosity. We 
need a “crash” program of compassion. 
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A Reproach to Our Neglect 

The death of a 74-year-old man, sick and 
neglected, in an unheated chicken shack near 
DeSoto, has served again to call Missourians’ 
attention to the shameful need for regulating 
nursing homes. Like the nursing home fire at 
Hillsboro which cost 18 lives in 1952, this inci- 
dent is a tragic measure of the fearful plight of 
some of our senior citizens. 

Gov.-elect Blair in his campaign expressed 
the “deep concern” of Missouri legislators over 
inadequate health facilities. Among organizations 
which have urged stricter regulation of nursing 
homes are the St. Louis County Medical Society 
and the St. Louis County League of Municipali- 
ties. The Licensed Nursing Home Association is 
preparing corrective legislation. Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney James H. Connor Jr., aroused 
over the situation, says “little attention” is paid 
to nursing homes, probably because the punish- 
ment for unlicensed operation is only a $25 fine. 

Legislation was enacted in 1955 at Jefferson 
City, but it was a weak compromise, and was 
soon held unconstitutional by the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s department because of the exceptions that 
had been written into it in an effort to make it 
politically acceptable. One of the first acts of 
the Legislature in the coming year should be 
the enactment of laws that will prevent repeti- 
tion of such human disasters as the Hillsboro 
fire and the death in the chicken shack. 
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Salute to Don Faurot 

Now that the Kansas Jayhawkers, gambling 
souls that they are, have provided Missouri with 
a harum-scarum final football victory for the 
year, it is time to say goodby to Don Faurot 
as the Tigers’ football coach. 

Mr. Faurot took Missouri football out of the 
doldrums, invented the prevalent split-T forma- 
tion and won 101 games. He depended largely 
on Missouri boys for Missouri football. All this 
is to his credit, but we think what is most to 
his credit are the clean recruiting standards 
which he maintained. He clung firmly to the 
conference formula of board-room-tuition, and 
publicly announced all athletic scholarships with 
the scholastic records of the boys getting them. 

This is not simon-pure amateurism of the old 
school, but the system certainly avoids the most 
expensive and most hypocritical features of the 
play-for-pay new school in football. And Mis- 
souri can expect, as Mr. Faurot becomes ath- 
ietic director and looks for a new football coach, 
that the state university will keep its gridiron 
policies open to public inspection.

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The Hungary Story in Russia 

Proof that the Voice of America carried the 
story of Hungary's oppression into Russia itself 
has been adduced by Abbott Washburn, deputy 
director of the United States Information Service. 

Quoting Irving R. Levine, Moscow correspond- 
ent of NBC, Mr. Washburn cites the fact that 
while the Soviet press would have preferred to 
ignore the Hungarian revolt, it printed many 
columns “explaining” the uprising and the “ne- 
cessity” for counter measures against the rebels. 
So it is clear that the Voice of America broke 
through the Iron Curtain to enough people in 
Russia to necessitate extensive efforts by the 
Kremlin at justification of Soviet brutality. 

In discussing the Voice of America at the an- 
nual convention of Sigma Delta Chi, national 
professional journalistic fraternity, in Louisville, 
Mr. Washburn told what extreme steps the Com- 
munists have taken to “jam” broadcasts of news 
from the United States. He said Moscow and its 
satellites have spent more than $113,000,000 to 
block Voice broadcasts. 

But American readers and the editors and 
publishers whose business it is to serve Ameri- 
can readers with facts need to remember that 
not all the news “jamming” takes place behind 
the Iron Curtain. On the same program, a panel 
of newsmen showed how hard it frequently is to 
dig out the whole truth in Washington and else- 
where in the United States. 

Closed-door meetings of official bodies, locked- 
up records and the tendency in many cases to 
rely on the handouts of publicity agents were 
listed by the speakers as evidences that a large- 
scale “jamming” operation takes place in this 
nation, too. A constantly alert free press, fight- 
ing against official news suppression wherever 
it occurs, is essential in a society that depends 
upon freedom of information,

We of the Western world are inter- 
ested spectators these days of one of 
the most fascinating debates of all his- 
tory. 

The Communist world has been riven 
by the popular revolution in Hungary 
and its ugly repression by Soviet tanks. 


The philosophers, rationalizers, and 
politicians of the Communist countries 
and parties are groping with the im- 
plications of this event and filling their 
newspapers, journals and air waves 
with anguished, tur- 
gid, devious and in- 
terminable theories 
and contentions. 

It is not easy for 
a Westerner even 
to read their texts, 
let alone compre- 
hend what they are 
talking about. But 
it behooves us to 
make the effort, 
for power as well 
as Communist dog- 
ma is involved, and 
also the peace of 
the world. 

World Commu- 
nism could disappear with a whimper. 
It could come crashing down in a Got- 
terdammerung involving all of us. It 
could also, although this seems the least 
likely outcome, find a new content, 
form, and mission. 

The most graphic single ‘ieee to date 
which focuses the issues and the stakes 
was the arrest in Belgrade on Nov. 19 
of Milovan Dijilas, wartime loyal lieu- 
tenant of Josip Broze Tito, stormy pet- 
rel of the Yugoslav Communist move- 
ment, and first important Communist 
in the world to argue that Communism 
should abandon its one-party dictator- 
ship concept and permit a revival of 
political democracy. 

Mr. Djilas might have been arrested 
in Marshal Tito’s Yugoslavia long ago. 
He proposed the end of one-party rule 
in Yugoslavia in 1953 shortly after the 
demise of Stalin. This was striking at 
the political foundation of Marshal 
Tito’s power. In any Communist coun- 
try such heresy would normally put an 
end to a political career—at the very 
least. 

In 1954 Mr. Djilas wrote that Com. 
munism had become a “synonym for 
totalitarianism in this country as well 
as in Russia.” He was then expelled 
from the Yugoslav Communist party's 
central committee, but still was allowed 
to live in Belgrade, move about freely, 
and talk with whom he pleased. 

Why, then, was he finally arrested on 
Nov. 19 of this year? 


He had to be arrested because this 
time he not only was challenging Com- 
munist doctrine and Marshal Tito’s do- 
mestic political foundation but the very 
foundation of Marshal Tito’s foreign 
policy, upon which he, and Washington 
diplomats as well, hope to avoid a repe- 
tition in other Eastern European coun- 
tries of the tragedy now found in Hun-

gary. It is an ironical fact, and one 
which testifies to the vast complexity of 
the issues at stake, that the arrest of 
Milovan Dijilas in Belgrade produced a 
sigh of relief audible in the corridors of 
the State Department in Washington. 


Not that anyone there wishes him ill. 
His views are generally accepted as 
probably sound. But the expression of 
such views by Mr. Dijilas at this particu- 
lar time could have played havoc with 
the peace of the world. 


What had he done? 


Specifically, he had written an article 
for the New Leader in New York in 
which he argued that in the long run 
“national Communism is only a phase 
in the evolution and withering away of 
contemporary Communism” and, con- 
versely, that internal democracy in an 
Eastern country “is inseparable from 
complete independence from Moscow.” 

But if this is true, then President 
Tito is attempting to perpetrate a fraud 
on the Kremlin, for the essential Titoist 
argument in these days is that it is 
possible for an Eastern European coun- 
try to enjoy national Communism and 
still be associated with the Soviet 
Union. 

The Diilas article for the New Lead- 
er was printed on Nov. 15 and he was 
arrested on Nov. 19. Marshal Tito had 
made a speech at Pula on Nov. ll. It 
was answered by Moscow, in a long 
Pravda editorial, on Nov. 23. 


The Tito speech of Nov. 11 had criti- 
cized the Soviet Union for its original 
use of troops in Hungary, but had con- 
doned the “second intervention” on the 
ground that it was a “lesser evil’ to the 
alternative of “chaos, civil war, counter- 
revolution, and a new world war.” 


Behind that Titoist argument is the 
fact that all during the last year Mar- 
shal Tito has been urging Moscow to 
accept “national Communism” in East- 
ern Europe both as being inevitable 
and as being the way whereby Moscow 
could retain friendly power relations 
with the Eastern European countries. 


Marshal Tito argues this to protect 
himself, to sustain the Polish govern- 
ment, and to gain Moscow’s consent for 
the emergence of “national Commu- 
nism” in the other satellite countries. 


He has been telling Moscow that it is 
safe, from Moscow's point of view, to 
permit such a development; that it can 
trust “Socialist’’ countries to remain 
friendly with Moscow even when pur- 
suing their “independent roads to so- 
cialism.” 


If Marshal Tito is right, then Moscow 
can afford to let Communist leader 
Wladyslaw Gomulka survive. If Mar- 
shal Tito is wrong, then the logic of the 
proposition would lead Moscow to a 
repetition of the Hungarian story in 


‘Poland, and perhaps in Yugoslavia as 


well. 

From Marshal Tito’s point of view, he 
must be right and Mr. Djilas must be 
wrong.

Back to the Castle

A boom in the sale of European cas- 
tles is reported paradoxically at a 
time when everyone's “castle in Spain” 
had seemed to be a ranch house with 
two-car garage, picture window and all 
the labor-saving gadgets known to elec- 
tronic science. 

Naturally the castle buyers, “mostly 
from North and South America, have 
much more to invest than do ranch 
house purchasers. Even so, why are 
they buying big stone fortresses with- 
out central heating or air conditioning, 
with crude plumbing, if any, with small 
jail-like windows set in three-foot walls, 
with primitive kitchens, and with front 
doors with one-pound keys? Why? Why? 
Perhaps it is the grandeur of hill-top 


views. Perhaps it is the privacy castles 
still afford, even without their moats 
and drawbridges. 

Perhaps it is the sense of feudal 
grandeur they give their occupants. 
Perhaps it is desire for indirect asso- 
ciation with castle knights, ladies, 
troubadors and ghosts of the fairy tales. 

Or ‘perhaps—it’s only good business. 
For nobility increasingly finds it im- 
possi-tc to support ancestral mansions. 
And kurope, with its growing hordes 
of tourists, has a hotel shortage in 
many places, particularly in Spain. 

What could be more simple than to 
offer somewhat modernized “castle ac- 
commodations” to the visitor from 
Main Street?

In the summer of 1952 the University 
Religious Conference, a privately 
financed, non-denominational group af- 
filiated with U. C. L. A., began sponsor- 
ship of an annual trip to India for a 
carefully selected group of students. 
Partially financed by the Ford Founda- 
tion, the project was designed to foster 
an exchange of American and Indian 
cultures at the college level. 

This book is an expansion of a report 
made by a Look writer, who, accom- 
panied by a photographer for the maga- 
zine, covered the 1955 tour as a special 
assignment. 

The dozen students making the tour 
were divided into two six-member tearts 
and, under the guidance of a sponsor, 
each team undertook a strenuous sched- 
ule of visiting, addressing and talking 
personally with as many Indian students 
in as many colleges as possible. 

All the American students got an em- 
barrassingly warm reception. every- 
where they went, but the most stunning 
success was scored by the Negro mem- 
ber of one of the teams.

When he spoke, the author says, “‘the 
audience was his, and suddenly the as- 
sembly room was filled with a kind of 
spontaneous warmth and good will that 
only he was able to create. There was 
a wave of understanding that passed 
between them—a ‘colored’ audience, a 
colored American. It was a very special 
and wholesome understanding that ‘is 
difficult to describe unless you, the 
reader, happen to be Jewish, Italian, or 
Irish, in which case you perhaps know 
the feeling.” 

The writer, himself a Jew, found no 
anti-Semitism or other religious preju- 
dice in India. He noted that the set 
speech of one of the Jewish students, 
patriotically pointing to the freedom 
of religious worship enjoyed in America, 
seemed to fall flat with the Indian 
audience. 

The American students were asked 
some very provocative questions and 
gave some very provocative answers. Mr. 
Morgan observed with a sharp, though 
sympathetic, eye and ear, and his report 
makes lively and informative reading.

Plot and Poetry 
MAGIC IN THE WEB, by Robert 8. Heilman. 

(University of Kentucky Press, 298 pags., $5.) 

This is a searching study of the action 
and language in “Othello,” perhaps the 
most moving of Shakespeare's tragedies. 
The title is taken from the magical web, 
a handkerchief embroidered by a 
prophetess, which gave heroine Des- 
demona the power to hold Othello’s 
love. It was the mere loss of this 
handkerchief which set off events lead- 
ing to the violent death of all but one 
of the play’s half dozen main characters. 

To critic Heilman, “magic in the web” 
takes on a further meaning. We might 
paraphrase it as “poetry in the plot” 
since these are the two broad categories 
he covers. Basically, he considers the 
theme of love in “Othello” is most sig- 
nificant and this idea underlies his 
whole study. It would seem that in. as- 
suming this he severely limits his out- 
look; yet, other aspects of the play (war 
and economics, for example), though 
minor ones, he manages to discuss 
thoroughly. The, book is excellently bal- 
anced by almost equal attention. to 
villain Iago and hero Othello, the first 
with his “strategies against the spiritual 
order,” the latter with his “readiness 
in. the victim.” Rounding out the 
scholarly presentation are copious notes 
and index. 

“Magic in the Web” is mere than 
what its author calls “one man’s reading 
of ‘Othello’.” It’s a revelation (and in 
places a provocation) to other readers. 
Maybe Heilman here and there skips 
a thread, gets slightly tangled or finds 
a bit of action or language too knotty 
to unravel fully. But we suspect that 
the greatest of plot-weavers, were he 
alive, would admire the ingenuity of 
Heilman who so clearly sees the work- 
ings of his loom.

400,000 TAKE 
SACRED BATHS IN 
HINDU CEREMONY 


KURUKSHETRA, North 
dia, Dec. 3 (AP) — More than 
400.000 persons took sacred 
baths here yesterday as Hndu 
observed a partial eclipse of th« 
sun as a symbol of good tri- 
umphing over evil 

Kurukshetra—one of India’s 
holy cities, where an artificial 
lake about half a mile square 
is the main bathing place—is 
the site of a legendary battle- 
field where Hindu gods of good 
once defeated those of evil. 
Hindus consider solar eclipses 
fights between good and evil. 
The end of the eclipse is consid- 
ered to represent the final tri- 
umph of good 

Because of this view, Hindus 
observe eclipses with sacred 
baths. They try to come to Ku- 
rukshetra because the bath at 
Kurukshetra is considered, dur- 
ing an eclipse, to be a thousand 
times

Barge Official Tells Senate 


Committee ‘Driver's’ Per- | 


mits Should Be Required. 


Operators of small outboard 
motor-propelled boats should be 
required to have “driver's li- 
censes,” a congressional com- 
mittee investigating recreation- 
al boating safety was told here 
today by a tank bare company 
official. 

The recommendation was 
made by Capt. Ralph F. Clark, 
manager of Lake Tankers Corp., 
who appeared before the United 
States House Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
at its hearing in the Federal 
building. 

Clark said a driver's license 


should be required of all oper- | 


ators of motor vessels, 
added: “Smaller boats, partic- 
ularly those in the outboard 
motor class, are often of un- 
safe design and operated by 
persons who have not taken 
the trouble to determine even 
the most basic rules of proced- 
ure and safety. It is my opin- 
jon that most accidents and 
violations occur among. this 
type of vessel.” 

The barge official also rec- 
ommended that all motor ves- 
sels should be required to carry 
registration numbers for easy 
identification. Boats under the 
16-foot length presently are not 
required to bear identification 
numbers. 

Clark told the six Congress- 
men present for the hearing 
that he believed the issuance of

the driver's license could be 
handled by giving applicants “a 
very simple examination on the 
rules of the road.” 

“This examination should be 
easily available for applicants,” 
he said. “Perhaps the examina- 
tion could be taken before any 
notary public asking questions 
provided by the United States 
Coast Guard.” 

Representative Jackson B. 
Chase of Nebraska asked if it 


would be advisable to let states | 


enforce 
sions. 

“I believe if the states were 
gixen--the burden of enforce- 
ment, you would end up with 
a wrose hodve-podge than you 
have now in the highway traffic 
laws among the states,” Clark 
answered. 

Representative George Mille: 
of California, acting chairman 
of the committee, said later 
during a recess that in hearings 
elsewhere many witnesses have 
advocated federal regulation for 
safety of small craft. He said 
local regulation would undoubt- 
edly result in non-uniformity of 
regulations and disputes over 
jurisdiction of offenses in wat- 
ers which serve as boundaries 
between states and other po- 
litical subdivisions. 

The committee will decide 
later if Congress should be 
urged to pass uniform regula- 
tions for recreational boating 
safety on all inland waters.

An average of 25,000,000 Americans must waste 
at least 15 minutes a day in traffic jams. That comes 
toa sbout 2,281,000,000 lost hours a year.

All this work 
produces a film that will give 
good protection against heat 
and moisture. 

If you are refinishing a piece 
you can use special heat and 
moisture resistant varnishes 
that withstand quite a beating 
or you can use a mixture of 
two parts boiled linseed oil and 
one part turpentine which is 
warmed in a double boiler and 
applied to the wood. Rub this 
into the wood and allow it to 
remain for several hours and 
then wipe off the excess. Give 
the surface a goed rubbing with 
a piece of felt and then in a 
few days apply a second coat of 
the mixture and rub this in. 
Continue to apply the mixture 
of linseed oil and turpentine 
until the wood can’t abserb any 
more. You'll find that the fin- 
ish does a good job of with- 
standing both heat and mois- 
ture and when and if it is dam- 
aged, it can be touched up with 
more linseed oil and turpentine.

This is the second of two arti- 
cles on Clark Gable, who, at 55, 
and after 25 years as a film

H ists are the most maudlin 

people in the world. They 
like to believe Clark Gable had 
only one love in his life and 
that he never recovered from 
her death. Gable has had many 
loves. His marriage to Carole 
Lombard is the only one éthat 
ended in tragedy. 

Gable’s other romances have 
ended with the woman talking 
wistfully about what might 
have been and Gable maintain- 
ing a tight-lipped silence. His 
standard comment: “Let the 
lady tell it.” 

After his separation from his 
second wife, Ria Langham, in 
1935 many women passed 
through Gable’s life. He was 
linked with Loretta Young, 
with a British actress named 
Mary Taylor and with Elizabeth 
Allen, a society girl. 

In 1937 an Englishwoman 
made headlines by declaring 
Gable the father of her 13-year- 
old daughter, Gwendolyn. The 
allegation was false, It was re- 
futed in a federal court. The 
woman was charged with using 
the mails to defraud. 


Late that same year he met 
Carole Lombard. He was at the 
peak of his career. He and Miss 
Lombard had met before in 
1932 when they co-starred in a 
picture. At that time they were 
both married, she to William 
Powell and he to Miss Lang- 
ham.

Miss Lombard was seven 
years younger than Gable. Hol- 
lywood biographer Cameron 


Shipp recalls that Miss Lom- 
bard liked gags. Once she in- 
vited a number of Hollywood 
figures to a formal dinner 
party. When the guests arrived 
in white ties and mink they 
were ushered into a drawing 
room from which all the furni- 
ture had been removed. The 
floor was knee deep in hay. 

Miss Lombard was also noted 
for having one of the most pro- 
fane vocabularies ever heard in 
Hollywood. This fact Gable 
recalls with the pride of a teach- 
er. She was a man’s woman. 

They went together for three 
years while waiting for Ria 
Langham to accept a property 
settlement. Miss Langham got 
her decree in March, 1939. 
Gable immediately got a day off 
from working in “Gone With 
The Wind.” He and Miss 
Lombard drove 750 miles to 
Kingman, Ariz., where they were 
married in a small Methodist 
church. 

Friends of Gable say that in 
his marriage to Carole Lom- 
bard he resolved himself. He 
was a mature, celebrated and 
rich man, not an_ uncertain 
country boy from Ohio. At 
last he had married a woman 
to whom he had something to 
give. Gable says no couple was 
ever happier on or off the 
screen. This peak of his life 
lasted only 34 months. 

A few weeks after Pearl Har- 
bor, Carole Lombard went off 
to her home state of Indiana to 
help the war effort. She stood 
for hours in the crowded lobby 
of the Capitol and sold $2,000,- 
000 worth of defense bonds. 

She was anxious to return 
home. Against the advice of 
her husband she insisted on 
flying to Hollywood via Kansas 
City. 

Miss Lombard’s plane crashed 
in the Sierras at dusk on Jan. 
16, 1942. 

“The last message I received 
from her was a telegram from 
Kansas City,” Gable said. “It 
read: ‘Happy Pappy, you'd bet-

ter get into this man’s army.’” 

Gable has a strong sense of 
duty. He felt he owed it to his 
late wife to go through with his 
plans to enlist. He called Gen. 
Hap Arnold, his friend, on the 
telephone and told him he 
wanted to enlist in the Air 
Force as a private.” 

“I’m 41 years old and I don’t 
know how to go about it,” he 
admitted candidly. “I'd like a 
tough job. Then maybe some 
of the guys will figure if an old 
man like Gable can do it, so 
can J.” 

Gable enlisted as a private. 
Later he was sent to Officer 
Candidate School. He was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant 
and sent to England with a 
bomber group. He took part in 
the raid on the bombing run 
that blasted the Ruhr Valley 
and became one of three 
“prizes” for whom Hermann 
Goering offered a price dead or 
alive.

when she died.

It was a long time be- 
fore he married again. There 
were many items in the gossip 
columns about his romances— 
but nothing serious developed. 

Seven years afier Miss Lom- 
bard’s death he married Lady 
Sylvia Ashley, former wife of 
Douglas Fairbanks Sr. Clark 
Gable was her fifth husband. 

They were married on Dec. 
21, 1949. She was 42 and he 
was 48 Three weeks later 
Gable’s close friends said he 
had made a mistake. Less than 
15 months after the marriage 
he changed the locks on the 
house doors. When Sylvia re- 
turned from a trip he told her 
he wanted a divorce. 

Gable refused to discuss why 
his marriage to Sylvia failed. 
He agreed to the following sum- 
mation: “I’m an outdoor man, 
she’s an indoor woman.” They 
were divorced in 1952. For the 
next two years Gable devoted 
himself to hunting, fishing and 
puttering about his farm. 

When he married Kay Spreck- 
els in July of this year none of 
his friends was surprised. They 
had known each other for 11 
years. Not since Carole Lom- 
bard has Gable had a com- 
panion who suits him so well. 

Kay will go along with him 
on anything. Friends say she 
has the kind of mind that he 
likes in a woman. 

Two weeks after his marriage 
to Kay, Gable held a press con- 
ference at his ranch in Encino, 
Calif. It was the first time he 
had ever opened ‘his home to 
the press. Most of the Holly- 
wood correspondents were there. 

The conference lasted more 
than half an hour. Not once was 
an embarrassing question asked 
of either of the Gables. The re- 
spect and dignity with which he 
was treated by the press is, per- 
haps, the greatest tribute Gable 
has received in a long career.

need both the father image and 
the mother image if they are to 
play their own roles adequate- 
ly when they mature. Many 
cases of delinquency and of 
early divorce can be traced to 
the unbalanced household — a 
father effaced, and a mother 
too dominant. 

If both parents work, then 
both should contribute to the 
household expenses, and to the 
wages of any help that has to 
be engaged. Both should be 
responsible for savings and in- 
surance. The whole endeavor 
should be a real sharing. 
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EVEN WEALTHY WOMEN 
will be forced into the pro- 
fessions as an escape from fu- 
tility. Until recently they could 
employ their time usefully in 
philanthropic projects. But as 
David Riesman points out in 
his “Lonely Crowd,” the 
wealthy amateur is elbowed 
aside by staff professionals; the 
only thing she is still permitted 
to do is to raise the money to 
pay the professionals, and even 
fund-raising is becoming pro- 
fessionalized! Therefore if the 
woman of wealth is to have a 
voice in public affairs, if she 
is to realize herself in the com- 
munity, she will have to pre- 
pare for professional status. 

Whether a woman works from 
financial necessity or merely 
from the need to serve in a 
creative way, she must have 
adequate training. There seems 
to be as little room for the un-
